British Victories in Tibet.—Details are to hand 
of two battles fought by the British force in Tibet on 
May 5 nnd 6, In the first fight, Colonel Younghusband 
and the escort of the Mission were attacked at dawn by 
„bout seven hundred Tibetans at Gyangtse. After 
lasting two hours, the attack was repulsed, the enemy 
lo-ings 250. killed.: and wounded. . Our casualties were 
two wounded. - On the following morning, the British 
force moved out of camp to drive the Tibetans from 
the positions they occupied two cuiles below the Karo 
Pass, A fight lasting six hours followed. The enemy 
were men of gigantic stature, and outnumbered the 
Eritish force seven times. They showed extraordinary 
tenacity in holding a wall which they had built across the 
entrance to the pass, and their position was further 
strengthened by sangars on the right and left flanks, 
whence a raking fire could be directed on our advance.) 
One British otticer—Captain Bethune—and th:ee men 
were killed, while twenty-one men were wounded. Captain 
Bethune lost his life’ while leading a body of Sikhs, who 
rushed a diffienlt -position held by the enemy.» The 
‘Tibetans were finally routed, their losses béing about 
two hundred killed and wounded.

Canning Town Tragedy.—At a house in Star 
Street, Canning Town, a terrible tragedy was enacted last 
week, a ship's fireman named Henry William Cooper-dirst 
killing a woman named Margaret Holme, by cutting her

all combustible matter. Then put an old iron 
kettle into a dish-pan, and place on four bricks 
in the middle of the house. In the kettle put some 
cobs which have been. soaked in a solution of one 
part of pine tar to four quarts of kerosene; sprinkle the 
sulphur over the cobs and set on fire. Be sure to have 
everyth arranged so to beat a hasty retreat from the 
room, close the door quickly, as the sulphur fumes are 
suffocating. Sulphur burnt in this manner will penetrate 
cates! crevice as well as covering the surface, and aids 
wonderfully in purifying the building and in destroying 
poultry vermin. One pint of turpentine may be added to 
the half gallon of kerosene as well as the pine tar with 
beneficial results. Once a month is none too often to burn 
sulphur in every poultry-house,

Chicken-Rearing—Regularity in Feeding. 


Chickens are very early risers, and have generally qua 
appetites, therefore they should have an early breakfast. 
In summer they will be thoroughly awake at four o'clock. 
Tt isa good plan to place a little food within easy reach of 
them after dark the previous night, so that when they pass 
ont in the morning they can satisfy their hunger. Lo 
fasting is very prejudical to their growth. Asa rule, food 
should be given so as fully to sa sfy the bur and no 
more; just as much should be a pet before the chickens as 
will be cleanly picked up, leaving none to be trodden into 
the ground and remain over. T! olden rule in feeding 
chickens is ; * Good food, little and Often.” Regularity must 
be strictly observed, for nothing throws chickens out of con- 
dition sooner than irregular feeding times. The chickens 
should be fed every two hours, and for the first few days, 
should a hen bé ruüning with them, she should be aliowed 
to partake of the same food, as from her long seclusion 
and constant sitting she will be in a low condition and want 
“toning.” The first feed in the morning should be given 
as soon after daylight ax possible, and then at intervals as 
stated, a last meal being given by lamp or candle light, as 
late as ten p.m. Leaving the seed overnight, as previou«l 
advocated, must not be an excuse for being a bit late wit 
their morning feed, as the seed does not compen-ate them 
for their early breakfast, which should be warm and 
comforting. From a fortnight old to six weeks feed every 
three bours, and after that four times a day till they reach 
maturity. When abouta month old special care must be 
bestowed on the chicks, as they will be casting their downy 
or nest feathers for full-grown ones; and as this is a 
continuous drain upon their system they must be well 
nourished till they are safely through what may be termed 
their first moult. Any waster cockerels should be killed 
when they are from twelve to sixteen weeks old, as they 
make bone and feather much faster eher period, and 
they often lose a lot of breast meat. In this country, 
where milk is cheap, curd, of which chickens are very fona, 
may be given. A little alum in; the new milk will cause it 
to curdle immediately.
